“What the U.F.A. and Labor 
groups in - Parliament think today, 
Canada thinks tomorrow,” is a state¬ 
ment which seems likely to become a 
truism. 

This year, in the House of Com¬ 
mons, several proposals by these 
groups which have been denounced in 
past years as impracticable or “rad¬ 
ical”—to use a derogatory tag which 
is really a compliment—have won 
favor in the House. Mr. Speakman’s 
resolution on Social planning was 
the first; Mr. Coote’s resolution cal¬ 
ling for an investigation into the 
banking and credit system brought a 
statement from the Premier that 
such would be undertaken next year; 
while Mr. Lucas’ resolution calling 
for a substantial increase in income 
tax was adopted without a dissenting 
vote. Mr. Spencer has not yet se¬ 
cured adoption of his proposal to 
make banks which break the law by 
charging more than 7 per cent, inter¬ 
est subject to penalties, but the at¬ 
tention which he has directed to the 
scandalous immunity of the banks is 
building up a public opinion which it 
will be impossible in the long run to 
resist—U, F. A.

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And without belittling the suffering of the Lindbergh sit¬ 
uation, it must be realized that they have every facility 
to pursue their search. The whole country is mobilized to 
their aid. They have every material comfort to mitigate 
their loss. And even with that, their human suffering ia 
quite as keen as that of the humblest mother in any be¬ 
reaved home. In fundamental experiences, the world is 
kin. 

It must also be realized that while this tragedy is 
screaming in the headlines, there are thousands of trage¬ 
dies which never enter the picture, and which the world 
passes by unheeding. There aye orphaned children in 
Canada, little ones needing food and love and medical 
care There are families' struggling to keep going on 
the brink of destitution, with life nothing but a dreary, 
long-drawn round of discouragement. Promising young 
lives are being distorted and warped, through lack of op¬ 
portunity. It would be a great thing if the protective in¬ 
fluence and the wave of paternal love roused over the con¬ 
tinent by the loss of the Lindbergh baby, could be crys¬ 
tallized into a greater concentration on the needs of all 
unfortunate children. 

The Lindbergh abduction seems to have brought to a 
head the possibilities of criminal gangs in United States. 
That contradictory and unfortunate country seems to have 
reached a new high level in gangster resources. Wealth 
is being penalized, not with any relation to uniformity 
and justice, and not by the government* but by the crim¬ 
inal class who, if they succeed in this instance will be on 
a fair way to dictatorship. The question that everyone 
harbors in his mind is whether or not Al. Capone has di¬ 
rected the whole proceeding, and by returning the baby 
will become the next uncrowned King. What will be the 
public attitude when, or if the child is restored? What 
part will the police play in the picture ?

The impression left on other nations is that of a help¬ 
lessness in the face of corruption and evil, which cannot 
find compensation in all the money in the world It seems 
incredible that the civilized element of such a nation, 
should have so little influence in combatting the network 
of crime. Apparently there is truth in the statement that

The purpose of reducing thej succu¬ 
lent part of- the ration towards the 
last of the finishing period is to har¬ 
den up the flesh with the idea of pre¬ 
venting shrink in transit'. This can be 
proper finish George W. Muir, B.S. 
further aided by cutting out the suc¬ 
culent feed entirely just before ship¬ 
ment and allowing the animals to fill 
up on dry hay, grass hay being pre¬ 
ferable to clover in this Case. The 
grain ration may be maintained to

just previous to shipment will also 
help, the dry hay being sufficient to 
cause the animals to drink plenty of 
water.

Having served Canadians for 114 
years, the Bank of Montreal has a 
thorough understanding of general and 
local business affairs. 


Forty thousand men in the unem¬ 
ployment relief camps of Northern 
Ontario this winter and not a single 
major crime, said Hon. William Fin- 
layson, provincial minister of lands 
and forests, in a luncheon address to 
the Ontario Surveyors’ Association in 
covention at the Royal York.

MERCHANTS! 


As the making of dairy butter con¬ 
tinues to constitute an important 
phase of farm operation the follow¬ 
ing excerpts from Bulletin. No. 57 N. 
S Department of Agriculture, Otta¬ 
wa, “Buttermaking « on the Farm,” 
will be of interest: 

“The butter should be washed as 
soon as churning is finished and on¬ 
ly pure clean water should be used. 
If the butter is for immediate use, 
rinse the butter by sprinkling two or 
three dipperfuls of cold water over 
the butter, allowing it to run off at 
once. Then run in a little less water 
than there was cream and revolve the 
churn as in churning until the gran¬ 
ules are about the size of large peas 
and draw r the water off immediately. 
In very warm weather "have the water 
about two degrees colder than the 
buttermilk and in cold weather from 
two to three degrees warmer. 

If the butter is intended for pack -1 
ing, run in slightly more water than 
there was cream, about two degrees 
ttfr ban the buttermilk, and re-

The minister of education, under e 
hill to amend toe School Act of 1981 
introduced in the legislature, is given 
power to direct that if a poll is neces¬ 
sary for the election of trustees, it 
shall be held one week from the day 
upon which the annual meeting is 
held. 

The minister is also given power 
to direct that the poll shall also be 
kept open for longer than two hours, 
and provides for the appointment of 
a chairman and secretary for the pur¬ 
pose of taking the poll 

The bill amends the present re¬ 
strictions as to the termination of an 
agreement with a teacher by provid¬ 
ing that notice to terminate must not 
be given between July 1 and Septem¬ 
ber 1, except by mutual consent. 

Hospital Monies 

Power for the hospital board to 
pledge monies due to the board to se¬ 
cure repayment of loans obtained in 
anticipation of such monies, is pro¬ 
vided in a bill to* amend the Munici¬ 
pal Hospitals Act tabled in the legis¬ 
lature. 

The bill also provides that there 
shall be a uniform daily fee for all 
hospital supporters, and does away 
with the differentiation now possible 
between extra-urban taxpayers and 
other taxpayers. 

Corporation Tax 

A new tax on finance companies of 
one per cent, on gross receipts, and a 
new tax on investment companies of 
one-half of one per cent, on gross re¬ 
ceipts, is proposed under a bill to 
amend the Corporations' Taxation 
Act, now before the legislature. 

Under the bill, every company sup¬ 
plying electricity for illuminating or 
other purposes for gain shall pay the 
following taxes: $500 for every city 
With a population of 10,00© or over; 
$100 for every efty under 10,000, and 
$25 for every incorporated town or 
village. This pForision does not ap¬ 
ply to municipally-owned plants. 

The bill increases the tax payable 
by gas companies from one-quarter 
of a cent to one 'rent per " 1000 cubic 
feet of gas It also increases the 
rate of taxation of trust oompanies 
from one-half of one per cent, to 
one and a half pet cent.* 

Where a company is taxed under 
section 18 of the act, a minimum 
impost of $10 is-provided. The qgw 
bill becomes effective from January 
1932. 

WHERE AXE 

FAfh§ HEAVIEST 

Ohe of the Widest hit of all 
groups has been "the aviation branch 
of the civil service. This growing 
branch of transportation was cut in 
the estimates ftOm $5,500,000 to 
$1,760,000, and Is therefore bearing 
no less than 11 pier cent, of the total 
saving of $43,000,000 estimated . by 
the government for 1932-33. 

This, it is said, means the scrap¬ 
ping of the noh-permanent force of 
instructors who are the backbone of 
aviation in Canada; serious injury 
to an industry wliieh has $5,000,000 
Invested in plant, airports and so 
forth, and the dissipation of assets 
which have been carefully and (we 
believe) rightfully developed at a 
cost of many millions in the past few 
years. 

It is unfortunate that agricultur¬ 
al research and aviation development 
should be hit so heavily when un¬ 
necessary and wasteful services such 
as farm loans, government merchant 
marine, etc., are continued.—Finan¬ 
cial Post. 


With the Lindbergh kidnapping on 
everyone’s mind it is interesting to 
realize bow seldom this offence has 
entered Canadian life. 

The crime here is punishable by s 
penalty of 25 yean in prison. The 
offence is dealt with in section 297 of 
the Criminal Code, which reads as 
follows: “Every one is guilty of an 
indictable offence and liable to 25 
yean imprisonment who, without law 
ful authority, kidnaps any other per¬ 
sons with intent to cause such persons 
to be secretly confined or imprisoned 
in Canada against his will; or to 
cause such other penon to be unlaw¬ 
fully sent or transported out of Can¬ 
ada against his will; or to cause such 
other person to be sold or captured as 
a slave, or in any way held to ser¬ 
vice against his will; or seizes or con¬ 
fines or imprisons any other person in 
Canada. 

“Upon the trial of any offence un¬ 
der this section, the non-resistance of 
a person so unlawfully kidnapped or 
confined shall not be a defence unless 
it appears that it was not caused by 
threats, duress or force, or exhibition 
of force.” 

Reasons advanced for the non-ap¬ 
pearance of the kidnapping racket 
here are said to be due to scarcity of 
huge fortunes which are the target 
of kidnappers in the United States, 
and to a close eo-operation maintain¬ 
ed between police forces of cities, 
towns, the province and the Domin¬ 
ion.—Albertan.
